Alonzo Miller, aged 13 years, of Up- 
per Alton, did not like his teacher. In 
this respect he was not unlike many 
boys of his age.

Wednes- 
day by Special Policeman Logan, a ne- 
gro, after police of the Newstead Ave- 
nue District had learned that he was 
seen in the neighborhood of the Osburn 
home about the time Mrs. Osburn was 
found mortaJly wounded.

His third term 
will expire with the next session of the 
conference, in April, 1910. 

“T have not yet decided fully what I 
will do, but in any event I will remain 
in St. Louis until April,” he said. “‘There 
is no such thing as resignation for a 
Methodist minister. He is transferred 
by his bishop at the annual sessions of 
the conference. I have as yet made no 
reply to the propositions of which I 
have spoken. If I decide to go, it will 
be arranged at the conference next 
April, and not befcre. I will remain un- 
til the end of the church year, and in 
the meantime, of course, might decide 
to stay longer.” 

Dr. Thompson is the head of the 
Men’s Movement of the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church. His work in this connec- 
tion takes him to all parts of the coun- 
try. Two weeks ago h» spent Sunday in 
Boston on a mission for the Men's 
Movement, and while there preached a 
sermon in a local church. 

“Trial Sermon” Denied. 

“That trip to Boston waa the start of 
the report that I contemplated leaving 
Lindell Avenue Church,” Dr. Thompson 
said, “but it had nothing to do with it. 
My sermon there was in no wise a trial 
sermon.’’ No Methodist minister with 
good sense will preach ‘a trial sermon.’ 
That is all right in the churches where 
ministers are ‘called,’ but it is in bad 
taste in our church. I have preached no 


+ ‘trial sermons’ in Boston or anywhere 


else. It was my Boston sermon which 
caused the report, and while there was 
no connection, there is a possibility that 
I will leave this church, and I cannot 


deny it.’’

“Howdy, Mr. Mayor,” Is the 
Reply of W. H. Clelland, Who 
Won Fame at Cherry, I!l. 


THAT’S ALL THEY SAID 


Speech to Curious Crowd in 
Museum Is Almost Equally 
as Short. 


William H. Clelland, pious hero of the 
Cherry mine catastrophe, officially was 
welcomed to St. Louis by Mayor Kreis- 
mann at 12:45 p. m. Thursday, when the 
Scotch Presbyterian appeared at 
opening of the Bijou Amusement The- 
ater, 606 Washington avenue. 
Mayor’s greeting consisted of two words. 
accompanied by a hearty handclasp: 

“Howdy, William.” 

“Howdy, Mr. Mayor,” replied the un- 
abashed miner. The’ Mayor thereupon 
beat a retreat down the rear stairs, ac- 
companied by Building Commissioner 
Smith. 

Clelland was ifitroduced in glowing 
diction by Tom Rankine, who prefers 
to be known as “Dean of the Pike,” a 
nickname which has adhered to him 
from World’s Fair days. 

Introduction Is Elaborate. 

After recounting Clelland’s exploit in 
praying and singing psalms: behind the 
barricades built in the second vein of 
the mine, Rankine, in a burst of elo- 
quence, exclaimed: 

-“T now have the honor, ladies and 
gentlemen, of introducing to you a 
man greater than the crowned heads of 
Europe, greater than the President of 
the United States or any other person 
that you and I may know.’”’ 

Clelland, who had been shifting his 
weight in some embarrasment from 
foot to foot during the description of 
his heroism, elaborately walked across 
the platform upon hearing this tribute 
and spat ina cuspidor. 

“Ladies aud Gents,” He Begins. 

“Ladies and gents,”’ began the hero, 
“I ain’t much of a public talker. Mr. 
Rankine has done good, in fact, first- 
rate. Thank you for coming.’’ He then 
subsided into a Morris chair, beside 
which lay the miner’s garb and cap, 


} with the lamp attached, which he had 


worn in the shaft. 

The miner’s taciturnity won the crowd 
of perhaps 200 persons, which thronged 
about his platform, and they remained 
to ask him questions. He was instantly 
at home, and, bending down eagerly ahn- 
swered all interrogations put to him. 
He displayed the watch from which he 
broke the crystal in order to feel what 
time it was in the total darkness of the 
mine.

“REASONABLE” SPEED. 
The traffic ordinance offered to the Municipal 

_ Aasembly by the Automobile Club of St. Louis 

bas much to commend ‘it. Its directions for the 
conduct and guidance of all kinds of vehicles are 

‘ elaborate and specific, and with such an ordinance 
‘behind them the police will have no excuse for 
not enforcing compliance with reasonable rules 
whose necessity becomes plainer every day. 

_ The one provision of the ordinance which re- 
quires particular attention is Article IV. This ar- 
ticle relates to speed. Its four sections resolve 
themselves into this single provision: The rate 
ia speed shall be reasonable. 

In one aspect of it this is a reasonable provis- 
hoe It would be ideal if chauffeurs were reasona- 

“ble. But to enforce a law applicable to the un- 
reasoning and.the unreasonable, of whose neces- 
sity demonstration is found in the formal death 
notices, some limitation more specific than “‘rea- 
- gonable” must be provided. 

Penalties for violating the ordinance rest, in 
the final analysis, on evidence and painful ex- 
perience has taught that there is no satisfactory 
evidence but a speedometer, whose registrations 
relievé all doubt and forbid all dispute. With 
“reasonable” as the test of speed every trial for 
breaking the law would end in a controversy. The 
proposed change would serve only to make a bad 

condition worse. 
It may be admitted that in the course of time, 
when the drivers and chauffeurs of the city have 
- learned the rules of the road and rigid enforce- 
t has taught them respect for the power be- 
Bind the rules, speed; based.on reasonableness may 
become permissible and even desirable. Obviously

Socialism and the Unions. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

A member at one of our meetings read a clipping 
from the. Post-Dispatch by Archbishop Glennon on 
Socialism in its relation to labor unions. Another 
member read what Robert Hunter said on this sub- 
ject, and it was suggested that the Post-Dispatch be 
requested to publish the following, being the gist of 
Robert Hunter’s article on this subject. I will thank 
you for making it public. MAX STAPP. 

The American trade unions pride themselves on be- 
ing non-Socialist. “The German trade unions pride 
themselves on being Socialist. The American Feder- 
ation has about 1,500,000 members. The German Fed- 
ération has over 1,800,000 members. 

The national unions of America in 1908 spent in ben- 
efits $2,144,395; about $1,300,000 In death benefits: $593,- 
541 in sick benefits; $51,000 in traveling benefits; $206,- 
854 in unemployed benefits, ete. The German Soctal- 
ist unions the same year spent about $10,000,000, In 
1907 $3,000,000 were spent in strike benefits. In 1908 $3,- 
000,000 was spent in unemployed benefits: $2,000,000 
more in sick benefits. And that year a $10,000,000 re- 
serve fund was left ever. vy 

Certainly the comparison ig not te the disadvantage 
of the German trade unions. 

In addition to trade unions the German workers 
have a@ political party. As a result the Government 
has been forced to do some things which the unions 
otherwise would have to de. Through fear of the 
Socialist party the great German insurance was es- 
tablished by the Government. Every workman ot 
Germany, therefore, knows that if he meets with 
an accident that incapacitates him for work he is 
going to receive a pension for the remainder of his 
life; that if he {s killed there is going to be a com- 
pensation paid to his wife and children; that if he 
falls sick he is going to receive compensation also, 
and finally, when he gets unable to work as a result 
of old age, that he will then be entitled to a pension. 
Every year the Government gives pensions to the 
workers of Germany amounting to over $100,000,000. 
Besides this general insurance, the party, in various 
places, has forced the municipalities to pension the 
unemployed, thus taking part of that burden off the 
trade union movement. 

All this has been accomplished by political activity. 
While the unions of England and America have been 
putting heavier and heavier burdens upon their mem- 


bers, political activity in Germany has been putting | 


heavier and heavier burdens on the state. 
Nor are these benefits the only ones that have been 
obtained through political action. The German: trade

The more fmportant thing is Mr. 
Wickersham’s emphatic statement of 
the attitude of his department t- 
ward offenders; “That the prosécu- 
tien of crime cannot be properly in- 
fluenced by the wealth or position\ of 
the offender is of course axiomatic.” 

That has the true ring. If Mr. 
Wickersham adheres to it there is no 
reason why he should not retire from 
office with the reputation of having 
been one of the grertest and most 
useful of all the Attorneys-General.

The orators of the day 
were naturally expected to give a sat- 
isfying account of themselves in dis- 
posing of this Democratic output.

It; was a peculiarity of Bedford Giles, 
however, that when he reached a certain 
stage of exhilaration his mental horizon 
30 Widened and his imagination took 
such wings to itself that his spellbind- 
ing eloquence soared more in the realm 
of fancy than of fact. His figures of 
speech became overwhelming in bold 
poesy of conception and application and, 
for the time being. the sonorous round- 
ing out of his excited thought into 
splendid sentences wads of far more im- 
portance in his estimation than the 
structure of truth upon which they were 
supposed to be based. His Missouri 
hearers enjoyed this phase of his ora- 
tory kenly—by the time he was 
primed to such gorgeous flights 
they, too, were similarly primed to 
accompatiy him. so that the conclu- 
sion of one of Bedford Gtles’ speech- 
es never failed to witness a scene of 
mnagnificent emotional proportions. 

Upon this occasion, mellow as a peach, 
Bedford Giles fairly outdid himself in 
his barbecue tribute to the virtues of 
the Hon. Stephen; K. Yancey. Now, in 
reality; Yancey was not a candidate-of 
the “‘magnetic’’ class. He had many 
friends, he was known as a steadfast 
party man, and it was conceded that he 
possessed a particularly shrewd knack 
of always “lining up"’ with the stronger 
faction in- party divisions, It requires 
more than these things, however, to 
make of a candidate one of those for- 
midable political figures for whom the 
party rank andfile delight to cheer for 
sheer “love and affection’s sake,’ as 
the old phrase has it. 

But Bedford Giles, the cockles of his 
heart generously warmed by liberal po- 
tations, idealized the Hon. Stephen K.

It is official- 
ly announced that the city has not been 
taken by the Government troops. The 
two armies face each other, but no bat- 
tle has been fought. It is believed that 
one is imminent. 

This disposes of the rumor which had 
been in wide circulation for three days 
that an engagement had occurred at 


Rama, during which the Government 
troops had defeated the insurgents, and 
captured Gen, Estrada, the head of the 
rebellion. It is believed there was an 
ulterior motive behind this false re- 
port. 

As a sequel-to the recent rioting, 
when the Mayor of Managua sought to 
restrain the police from making whole- 
sale arrests, e Mayor himself was 
arrested yesterday. Subsequently he 
was released. 

Congress met again last night, and 
the session was the oceasion of a pro- 
Zelaya. demonstration that apparently 
had been made to order. Deputy Man- 
uel Matus delivered a “jingo’’ speech, 
urging arined resistance in the event 
that United. States marines were landed 
at Corinto. The suggestion was receiv- 


ted with such demonstrative applause as 


to arouse a strong suspicion that the 
Government had organized an efficient 
claque. 

Transport Pratrie Again On Way. 
PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 16.—The trans- 
port Prairie with 700 marines and 600,- 
000 rounds of ammunition on board to- 
day made its second start for Colon. 
On Dec. 2 the Prairie, with a like cargo, 
started for the same pert, but when 
about 40 miles down the Delaware River 
the vessel stuck in tne mud of the Pea 
Patch Island and remained there nearly 
10 days. 

Madris Opposed for President. 
NEW ORLEANS, La., Dec. 16.—Promi- 
nent Nicaraguans here who are in sym- 
pathy with the revolutionists ia their 
country express distinct disapproval of 
the possible succession of Madriz to the 
presidency of Nicaragua. According to 
those here in touch with Zelaya, he will, 


without doubt, resign from the presi- 


Gency Saturday and Madriz will be 


fnamed.to succeed him.

1: CORINTO, Dec. 16.—A. brawl occurred 


in the street-last night during which a 


Tghip’s messenger from the United States 


cruiser Albany was forced off the side- 
walk by a Nicaraguan sentry.. The in- 
cident was forthwith reported to the 
commandant of the port,. who im- 
mediately tendered an apology to Com- 
mander Oliver of the Albany. The 
apology was accepted. Commander 
Oliver has ordered his men at quarters 
at night. 

The ammunition lifts of the Albany 
are loaded. The harbor is quiet today.

Edward Weismueller Writes 
Josephine Gulli a Fare- 
well Letter. | 


An inquest will be held Thursday into 
the death of Edward Weismueller, 21 
years old, of 3423 Pennsylvania avenue, 
who killed himself by swallowing car- 
bolic acid at 8 o’clock Wednesday even- 
ing, 15 minutes after Josephine Gulli of 
3110 Oregon avenue, 16 years old, had 
told him that she would not accept his 
attentions any more. 

The youth had been out of work for 
two months. A few days ago he re- 
marked to his sister, Miss Viola Weis- 
mueller, that he would not be able to 
give any Christmas presents to Miss 
Gulli this year. 

Weismueller had been devoted to Jose- 
phine Gulli for three years, although 
her parents did not approve of him, 
and did not permit him to visit her in 
her home. Wednesday evening, accord- 
ing to a statement made Thursday by 
Miss Gulli, he met her in the rear of 
her home. She told him she couldn’t re- 
ceive him any more if he did not work. 
He said, “All right. Good-by. You 
won’t see me any more.” 

Miss Gulli said she had not thought of 
marrying Weismueller because she was 
too young. 

After leaving Miss Gulli, Weismueller 
went to a near-by saloon and wrote 
notes to his r other and the girl A 
few minutes later he staggered into the 
grocery of Hermar Hagedorn, 3124 Cal- 
ifornia avenue, and said he had taken 
ecarbolic acid. He died shortly after the 
arrival of Dr. Buchanan of 314 Cali- 
fornia avenue. 

The note to Josephine read: ‘Josie, 
this ie all your fault. I did this after 
we had been going together three 
years. Hoping you have a happy life, 
your sweetheart, ED.” 

His letter to his mother was: 

“Dear Mother: I thought I would 
write you a few lines to ask you to 
please forgive me for doing this. I did 
not do this on your account. I did this 
because Josie said . did not like her any 
more, and I caught her talking to other 
fellows. I hope Josie gets a better man 
than I was and lives a happy life. I am 
very sorry I could not show her a good 
enough time, though, mother, I have 
shown Josie as good a time as any fel- 
low could, but she was not satisfied. 
This is all I have to say. Hoping you 
a merry Christmas and a happy New 
Year, your son, ED.”

Superintendent Blewett Plans 
to Avoid Transmission of 
Disease. 





Children in the public schools of St. 
Louis are to imitate the attitude of little 
birds staring upwards with mouths gap- 
ing for food, if Supt. Ben Blewett gets 
his new-fangled drinking fountains in- 
stalled. 

Prof. Blewett is -not.quite clear az to 
the mechanism of the fountains, of 
which he has read a description some- 
where, but he says the children will hold 
their mouths wide open unaer faucets 
while streams of water trickle down 
their throats. 

There will be no need of cups, he as- 
serts, and the faucets will be too high 
for the drinkers to touch them with their 
lips. The flow of water will be so slow 
that there will be little danger of 
drenching the children’s pinafores and 
knickerbockers or of their choking as 
they drink, or of the water overflowing 
their mouths. 

Like Dr. A. A. McBrien, Health Com- 
missioner of Eaat St. Louis, Prof. Blew- 
ett believes that public drinking cups in 
schools are means for the transmission 
of disease. Dr. McBrien has asked the 
Board of Education of East St. Louls 
to indorse an order that all pupils shal! 
provide themselves with private cups. 


Prof. Blewett does not advise private. 


cups, as he says they would have to lie 
about in the children’s desks, exposed to 
germs and dust. He fears the pupils 
could not withstand the temptation to 
rattle the cups for the edification of 
‘teacher’ and themselves. 

The Board of Education, he says, is 
planning to institute a lavatory depart- 
ment by which the problem of hygienic 
drinking water will be considered. To 
tris Board he will recommend the adop- 
tion of the new founteins.
